RENEWED PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. S 1.137(a) 

Sir: 

Applicants submit this Renewed Petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(a) or, alternatively, 
under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b), for revival of the above-identified application for patent. 
Applicants' previous Petition was dismissed. 

Applicants' application went abandoned on April 30, 2005 for failure to timely pay the 
issue and publication fees. However, Applicants mailed the issue and publication fees in a 
timely manner and to the proper address, on April 25, 2005. The United States Postal Service 
did not deliver Applicants' mailing, apparently inadvertently mutilating and returning it instead. 
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Upon learning of the abandonment, Applicants submitted a Petition to Revive on August 29,
